A RESOLUTION on the death of 
Former Chief of Police, DONALD 
J. FIGEL. 


On April 14, 1976 retired Chief of Police, Donald 
J. Figel passed to his eternal reward. 

His career as a Police Officer began on April 
28, 1952, when he was appointed to the Fort Wayne Police 
Department. Officer Figel worked in the Uniform and 
Traffic Division of the Fort Wayne Police Department 
until November 18, 1966, when he was promoted to the 
rank of Patrol Sergeant. 


On January 1, 1964 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant of the "C" Shift. He - served in this capacity 
untisL June 18, 1967, when, he was named to the rank of. 
Deputy Chief of Police, in charge of.the Uniform Division. 
He was appointed Acting Chief of Police on May 8, 1970. 

On June 16, 1970 he was promoted to the rank of Chief 
of the Fort Wayne Police Department. He served as 
Chief of Police until June 5, 1972 when he retired 
from the Fort Wayne Police Department. 

Chief Figel was a lifelong resident of Fort 
Wayne, was a Navy Veteran of World War II, and was.a member 
of the Fort Wayne Retired Police Officers Association, 
the Fraternal Order of Police and the American Legion 
Post 47. He was founder of the Police.Athletic League 
Bowling Activity. His career as a Police Officer was 
one of great competence and skill. He dedicated his 
career in the Police Department to the betterment of the 
Department while dedicating over twenty (20) years of 
his life to the field of law enforcement m the Police 
Department of Fort Wayne. He died at the age of 55 
and was yet a young man when he was untimely called by 
death.
